City of Elba receives approximately $1.1 million in grants from Alabam

Once again, Elba is the benefac- 
tor of more funds from the State of 
Alabama via of grants. 

Last Friday while in Daleville, 
Governor Guy Hunt placed in the 
hands of Elba's Mayor, Fred Moore, 
a letter of commitment for grants to- 
talling approximately $1.1 million. 

The monies will be used to repair 
75 houses and help the city continue 
providing vital city services to the 
people. 

“With the help of $694,610 in 
grants, Elba will improve housing 
conditions for more than 200 people 
whose homes were damaged in the 
flood,” Gov. Hunt said. "In addition 


a $400,000 grant will enable Elba to 
continue providing the vital water, 
police, garbage disposal and other 
services the people need to help 
them recover from the disaster. Due 
to the flood that hit Elba in March, 
there is an increase in demand for al- 
most every service the city provides. 
I am pleased to be able to once again 
help the people of Elba and Elba of- 
ficials with these grants." 

In addition to Elba, Gov. Hunt 
also awarded grants to representa- 
lives from four other neighboring 
towns - Daleville, Enterprise, Sam- 
son and Slocomb. 

"These grants will help improve 
the quality of life for dozens of fami- 
lics giving them purer water to 
drink, healthier living conditions and 
improved city services,” Gov. Hunt

The project calls for paving a 
parking lot, installing picnic tabics, 
installing fencing and improving the

Bids were opened on purchase of 
a new van for the Senior Citizen: 
program. Cook Chevrolet was low 
bidder with a bid of $17,584.94

said, "These funds also will move us 
closer to our goal of preparing all 
segments of Alabama to compete for 
new business growth as part of Ala- 
bama's ongoing economic prosperi- 
ty. This prosperity has helped our 
economy experience a net job 
growth of 151,514 jobs during 1987- 
1989 according to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce." 

Daleville was awarded a 
$295,350 grant to extend sewer ser- 
vice to people living in the Tar Hill 
Road, Briarwood Road, Snell Bridge 
Road, Vita Street, Marnett Drive and 
Myrtle Drive areas of the city. 

Enterprise Mayor Jackie Thomp- 
son excepted a $400,000 grant from 
the governor to be used to repair 44 
houses in the Baptist Hill neighbor- 
hood area.

M. Folmar, District Attorney for the 
12th Judicial Circuit, Coffee & Pike 
Counties, presented computer pro 
grams purchased by his office to the 
Alabama State Troopers 

The computer programs, two au- 
tomobile accident reconsiruction 
wograms, will be used primarily by 

froop K of the Alabama Stute 

Troopers, Troop K is composed of 
cight countics in Southeast Alabama 
with offices in Dothan and Eufaula 

District Attomey Folmar and 
Capt. E. K. Howard of the State 
Troopers, stated that the expertise of 
the programs will also be made 
available to other law enforcement 
agencics within the area covered by 
Troop K. 

The computer programs will cn- 
hance the troopers’ performance and 
abilities in determining many factors 
that will reveal the cause and cir- 
cumstances of an automobile acci- 
dent, E 

Primarily the new equipment, 
which exceeded the cost of 
$1,000.00, is being aimed at automo- 
bile crashes where fatalities and seri- 
ous injuries were sustained. 

Folmar said, "This equipment is 
an asset in revealing evidence that 
will aid in the prosecution of drunk 
drivers involved in automobile 
crashes." : 

He continued, "A person who is 
driving under the influence and caus- 
es an automobile crash inwhich a fa- 
tality occurs, the driver could face 
murder charges, In crashes where se- 
rious physical injury is sustained, the 
driver could face felony assault 
charges." : 

The DA's office is currently in- 
volved in four investigations of auto- 
mobile crashes where death and seri- 
ous injury resulted, Preliminary 
reports indicate alcohol was in- 
volved, Folmar stated that it is very

Fire destroys

Elba firemen responded to an ear- 
ly morning fire, 1:01 a.m. Monday, 
north of Elba on County Road 58 
just off Al. Highway 189N, 

When the firemen arrived, they 
found a mobile home completely en- 
gulfed in flames with the exception 
of one end. At the time, it was not 
known if there were any occupants 
in the trailer, 

According to Fire Chief Loyd 
Driggers, it was later discovered that 
the sole occupant and owner of the 
mobile home, Donald Smith, was 
not home at the time of the fire.

COST OF COMPLETE NEW SYSTEM INCLUDED 


$20 million budget adopted 
by Elba City School Board

Last Thursday evening the Elba 
City School Board adopted a record 
$20 million budget for the coming 
ycar. 

The figures could be misleading 
however, as they include the cost of 
constructing and furnishing a com- 
plete new school complex. Most of 
the money for the new construction 
is being furnished by federal flood 
lamage funds and a special state 
bond issue. 

The budget is a balanced budget 
as required by law. With the excep- 
tion of the new construction, man- 
dated by the March flood damage, 
the budget is only slightly higher the 
the one for the past year. 

Some additional funds have been 
reserved for bus operation, duc to 
the increase in the price of gasoline 
and diesel fuel. There is also a bud- 
geted increase in teacher salaries 
which the legislature approved last 
year. Most of this too is funded by 
the State, but some comes from local 
sources. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
pointed out a carryover balance in 
the budget and said to the board, “I 
feel good about the budget. I feel the 
fund balance is absolute and this is 
good. We inherited a balance and 
this is what enabled the school to 
buy the first trailers without borrow- 
ing. We need to keep a balance for 
future emergencies.” 

The board approved requested 
ficld trips for several groups. This 


Some changes were adopted in 
the high school policy manual due to 
conflicts with the official board poli- 
cy. 

A short discussion on the 
progress toward construction of the 
new school complex indicated bids 
will be received on October 18th. 
Five construction firms have already 
been approved to furnish complete 
bids on this project. They wre select- 
ed from a longer list of potential bid- 
ders, 

The present requirements are that 
the elementary sthool will be com- 


pleted in 300 days and the balance of 


the complex in 420 days. 

If that schedule is maintained, the 
elementary school will be ready for 
occupancy on September 1991 and 
the high school would be ready by 
January 1992, or at the beginning of 
the second semester. 

However the potential bidders 
have already asked that changes in 
the completion dates be made to 
eliminate the 300 day schedule and 
call for the completion of the entire 
project by the 420 deadline. The de- 
cision on this change will be made 
prior to the bid opening on the 18th, 
possibly this week.

Six-year old youth struck 
& killed by automobile

On Monday at approximately 
5:30 p.m., tragedy struck suddenly 
and without warning in the form of 


"an automobile accident. 


The mishap occurred approxi- 
mately 18 miles north of Elba on Al- 
abama Highway 87 in the Wilkins- 
town Community. 

A young lad, Jason Bailey, age 6, 
was Starting to cross the road when 
he was struck by an automobile driv- 
en by Emlie Reid, age 40, of 3541 
Thomas Ave. in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. 

A unit of the Elba Rescue Squad 
responded to the scene and attempt- 
ed to revive the youngster. The child 
was transported to Elba General 
Hospital where he was pronounced 
dead by Dr. Lance K. Dyess. 


According to reports at the scene, 
the child had earlier been seen chas- 
ing his dog in and near the highway. 

Mrs. Reid stated that she saw the 
child and attempted to avoid hitting 
him when he darted onto the road- 
way. 

Riding in the automobile with 
Mrs, Reid at the time of the accident 
were her daughter, a son and three 
other young boys. They were return- 
ing to Montgomery from a weekend 
in Florida. 

The accident is under investiga- 
tion by the Alabama State Troopers, 
the District Attorney's oifice and the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Science. 

Assisting Trooper Boyd Hartzog 
at the scene were Coroner Bobby 
Baker, Elba Policeman Donnie Byrd 
and Chief Deputy Sheriff Buddy 
Ammons of the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department.

Measle Immunization 
To Be Required 
At ESJC 


Dr. David Chalker, Associatc 
Dean of Student Affairs, announces 
the State Board of Education has in- 
stituted a meaxies vaccination policy 
which hecones effective Spring 
Quarter. “Beginning Spring Quarter, 
any student born in or after 1957 
must present documentation 
show he or she has had at Icast two 
doses of live measies-containing 
vaccines; or has had the measles dis- 
case, as diagnosed by a physician, or 
has laboratory evidence to indicate 
an immunity to the measles disease,” 
says Chalker. 

The policy is effective with the 
beginning of registration for the 
1991 Spring Quarter. The State 
Board of Education Policy does al- 
low for enrollment after December 
1, 1990 without meeting one of the 
above requirements, 

New students who have no docu- 
mentation of live measles vaccina- 
tion or other evidence of immunity 
at the time of enrollment may be ad- 
mitted after receiving an initial vac- 
cination. Those students must then 
have the second vaccination before 
registering for additional classes. 
(Vaccinations should be at least 30 
days apart.) Students desiring more 
information about the policy may 
contact Dr, Chalker at 393-ESJC or 
1-800-874-3399, ext.

Governor Guy Hunt, on Friday, 
awarded a grant totaling $8,700 to 
the Chemical People Task Force II 
of Enterprise to fund local drug pro- 
grams for youths at high risk. 

The governor said this grant will 
help battle the drug problem in Ala- 
bama. 

"One of our most precious re- 
sources are the youth who live right 
here in Southeast Alabama,” Gov. 
hunt said. "When we grew up the 
troubles we faced seemed enormous. 
During those days of less crime and 
stronger family units, those prob- 
lems scemed almost impossible to 
s#lve. But today, things are different. 
The youth are faced with problems 
we could have never dreamed of.” 

The governor continued, “Di- 
vorced parents, pregnancy, and alco- 
hol and drug abuse are a few of these 
problems. That is why I am in South- 
cast Alabama to announce a grant to- 
taling $8,400 which will help our 
youth stay away from the drugs 
which can ruin their lives.” 

The Governor's Office on Drug 
Abuse Policy is awarding and moni- 
toring 81 grants totaling $1,064,612.

"The Country Prophet Who 
Preached In The City" 


_ Have you ever traveled to another 
city or country that was larger than 
your hometown and tried to get 
someone's attention for some infor- 
mation. If you ever have, you know 
how hard it is at times. I know I felt 
completely ignored at times when I 
moved from my home town of En- 
terprise to Ft, Worth, Texas, People 
often seemed so busy in the “Big” 
city life that they just didn't have 
time for you or your conversation, 

The prophet Amos may have felt 
that way as he was the “Country 
Preacher” from the South(Judah) 
who came up North to Samaria, the 
capital city of Israel. Amos did not 
know the people there at all, he just 
knew he had a message from God 
for them, They were living in habitu- 
al Sin and God was calling through 
Amos for them to come out and re- 
dedicate their lives to Him, — 

Even though he may have felt 
frustrated by not knowing his audi- 
ence that well, he knew how to get 
their attention, If you look at his first 
sermon in Amos Chapters 1-2 you 
will find he begins by preaching to 
them about other nations’ sins. This 
has been a proven Attention getter! 
People are always quick to Amen a 
preacher as he is pointing out the 


sins of others! He started with na- 
tions who were viewed as terrible 
and inhumane and far from their bor- 
ders. Soon he preached on the sins of 
Judah, their neighbor to the South. 
some may have begun to get the hint 
that he was getting closer to them! 
They were correct as in Amos 2:6-8 
he preached on their sins: Oppress- 
ing the poor, Marital Affairs and lat- 
er False Worship. Amos declared his 
main message to the people he visit- 
ed in Amos 2:14. “Seek good, and 
not evil, that ye may live: and so the 
Lord, the God of Hosts, shall be with 
you, as ye have spoken.” 

What does it take for God to get 
your attention? Most of us are like 
people who live in a “Big” city, at 
least when it comes to God speaking 
to us. Are we quick to listen as the 
Preacher points out the sins of oth- 
ers? And are we quick to turn him 
off if he gets close to home (Our 
hearts)? My prayer this week is that 
as God comes to us in our private de- 
volionals and Sunday Services that it 
will take Him little effort to get our 
attention. Second, as He has our at- 
tention that we would be careful to 
confess any sin, or to answer any 
calling He has for us.

But born-again Christians 
find that the above principle 
is just as true of them as of 
the unbeliever.

ELBA TIGERS FALL TO 3-2 WITH LOSS AT PIKE COUNTY 


Just when a lot of folks though the Elba Tigers were ready to catch fire, 
they went up to Brundidge Friday night and put out their own flame as they 
fumbled the ball four times and gave up some big plays enroute to a 19-10 
loss at the hands of the Pike County Bulldogs. 

I warned the Elba fans last week that while the Tigers were improving, 
they weren't as good as the big 34-8 win over Opp made many think, and 
unless the improvement continued, anything could happen. Weil, last week 
it happened again, and Elba has quickly gone from being the #4 team in the 
state to being simply a 3-2 squad with five tough games, including two 
Area contests, still left on their schedule. This thing is a long way from be- 
ing over! 


The Elba offense took a while to figure out the unique Pike County de- 
fense, but once it got rolling the offense did have a lot of success moving 
the football. The Tigers were able to gain yardage wide against the speedy 
Pike County defense and late in the game had some big gains up the mid- 
die. The offensive line had problems picking up some of the stunts and 
blitzes, but at times knocked the bigger defensive linemen from Brundidge 
on their heels, and didn't really do all that bad. The Elba passing game 
looked improved, and even the incompletions were close to being on the 
mark. If the passing attack can keep getting better it should open things up 
for the whole offense and allow the coaches to really get after some defen- 
sive units, 

The big problem the offense had Friday night was the old nemesis - fum- 
bles. Elba fumbled after a big return on a kickoff, fumbled after getting a 
turnover in Pike County territory and then fumbled on its own side of the 
field. The other fumble was called when a punt supposedly hit an Elba 
player on a short punt. Whether the ball hit an Elba player or not, the return 
team wasn't alert when the punt sailed high, and short, and the result was 
the turnover, 

Over on defense, the Tigers gave up three scoring drives, and on each 
occasion, let Pike County convert on third down plays to keep the drives 
alive. The defense played real physical up front and battled the huge Pike 
County line to a near standoff, only to let the Bulldogs get into the endzone 
three times. The defense played well enough to win for much of the game 
and its hard to fault the defensive squad, even though it allowed 19 points, 
the highest point total of the season. 

Looking back at the game, I never think anything good comes out of los- 
ing in anything. However, I do believe that the Elba Tigers are a better team 
and will be a more determined team after the loss. The Tigers went into a 
hostile environment and played against a very tough and physical team that 
had a tremendous size advantage. The loss will hurt for a long time, but as

Elba Tigers hoping to regain winning form Friday 
night against Class 2A power Georgiana Panthers 


The Elba Tigers will return to the 
friendly confines of Miller Memorial

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Canola, Is A New Crop For Coffee County 


Richard Pétcher - Assistant County Agent 


Oil seed rape ranks as the fourth 
or fifty most important worldwide 
source of vegetable oil. The varieties 
low in both erucic acid and glucosin- 
olates (referred to as double-low) are 
what we call Canola. Canola oil is 
well known among health food folks 
as canola oil is lower in unsaturated 
fats than any other cooking oil on 
the market. Canada is the world 
leader in Canola oil exports. 

Years ago farmers grew rape in 
this area for the greens, much like 
mustard and turnips. So Calola 
grows well here, but because of a 
lack of market little research has 
been done with this crop in Ala- 
bama. There is now a market for Ca- 
nola. USDA predicts there will be 
385 million pounds of Canola im- 
ported into the U.S. in 1991, 

At this point Canola production 
looks very promising. However, cau- 
tion should be used anytime anew 
crop is grown, and Canola is new to 
all of us. Last year less than 100 
acres of Canola were grown in ala- 
bama and this year there will be 
about 3000 acres planted. I am ex- 
pecting about 200 acres to be planted 
in Coffee County. * 

Seed can be purchased from most 
of our agribusiness dealers in Coffee 
County. The spring type planted in 
the fall works best in Coffee County. 
Several varieties are on the market. 


Allelix has a variety called Delta and 
both Calgene and Cargill have varie- 
ties out this year that will be about 
equal in yield. 

Seeding rate is 6 to 7 pounds of 
seed per acre. Heavier seeding de- 
lays harvest. 

Planting dates in Coffee County 
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SHORTENING 


are October 1 - November 10, Opti- 
mum is October 1 - 25, 

Soil test should be medium to 
high for phosphorus and potassium. 
Normally, 50 to 60 pounds of phos- 
phorus and 60 to 90 pounds of potas- 
sium will be needed for canola. One 
hundred pounds per acre of nitrogen 
are needed (40 to 50 pounds nitrogen 
per acre at planting, 50 pounds per 
acre about 45 days after emergence 
and 60 pounds about 90 days after 
emergence). Canola also needs 10 - 
15 pounds of sulfa and 1 - 1,5 
pounds of boron per acre at planting, 
especially on sandy soils. 

Canola needs well drained soils. 
good seed bed preparation is neces- 
sary. A grain drill with a fine seed 
attachment and press wheels is best. 
If your drill does not have press 
wheels, a cultipacker should be used 
at planting. Seed depth is critical. 
One fourth to one half inch is opti- 
mum, Seed depth should be no more 
than one-half inch on clay and one 
inch on sandy soils, 

Treflan pre-plant is the only la- 
beled herbicide at this time. With 
good canopy cover weeds should not 
be too big of a problem in the win- 
ter. Wild radish seems to be the 
problem weed. , 

_ Canola appears to be very sensi- 
tive to herbicide carryover. Some 
carryover effects have been seen 
from Scepter, Pursuit, Classic and 
triazine herbicides used on corn. 

Methyl Parathion is the only in- 
secticide labeled for use at this time. 
Aphids in the spring are the major 
pest. As this crop develops more her- 
bicides and insecticides will receive 
labeling. 

So far, few diseases or pests have 
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affected Canola in Alabama. Howev- 
er, as this crop advances so will the 
diseases and pests. At least a two- 
year rotation is recommended. This 
crop could work into a peanut rota- 
tion. However, some diseases (scler- 
otinia) on peanuts may be increased 
by canola. We just don't know yet. 

Winter kill could be a problem if 
temperatures go below 10 degrees F. 

Harvest time in Coffee County 
should be in early to mid-May if 
planted on time. Canola harvesting 
likely will be a challenge for the 
first-time growers, as the seed are 
very small. On mature plants they 
are easily shattered. The combine 
recl must be slowed to reduce this 
problem. To avoid excessive losses, 
Canola should be harvested soon af- 
ter maturity, 

Yields have been form 35 to 80 
bushels per acre. A good on-farm ex- 


pectation is 35 to 40 bushels per 
acre, 

Market price has run from $5.50 
to $6.50 per bushel and is expected 
to be around $6.00 in 1991, 

Canola oil is being manufactured 
in both Chattanooga, Tennessee, and 
Augusta, Georgia. Our closest buy- 
ing points now are Arlington, Ala- 
bama, and Campbellton, Florida. 
Headland, Alabama may soon have a 
buying point. 

The future looks good for this 
new crop. Canola has a yield com- 
parable to wheat but has twice the 
sale value. Our growers need some 
added cash flow in the spring. Scien- 
lists and growers are encouraged by 
what they have learned so far. But 
there are a few unanswered ques- 
tions yet, and I think our growers 
should proceed with caution. 


USDA Announces 1991 Wheat Program Acreage 


Reduction Percentages 


Secretary of Agriculture Claton 
Yeutter today announced a tentative 
projection for the 19991 wheat 
acreage reduction program (ARP), 

“I understand the difficulties 
wheat farmers face when they do not 
get clear signals from Washington 
on how much land will be idled. I 
will focus as much light on it as pos- 
sible in the absence of a farm bill,” 
said Secretary Yeutter. 

Announcement of the final 1991 
wheat program cannot be made until 
the farm bill is completed. “Given 
the two versions passed by Con- 
gress, maximum ARP requirements 
will likely be 10 to 20 percent and 
the numbers will be affected by loan 
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rate provisions which are ultimately 
approved as part of the 1990 farm 
bill.” 

“I can give our wheat farmers this 
guarantee; We will use the export 
enhancement program to make sure 
American wheat is competitive in 
world markets, We have EEP initia- 
tives in 41 countries. We have EEPs 
available in every wheat and flour 
market where our farmers face un- 
fair competition from the European 
Community,” said Secretary Yeutter. 

He added that, “USDA will con- 
tinue to urge these customers to buy 
U. S. wheat and assist such sales 
through the EEP and export credit 
guarantee programs.”

DRINKING WATER QUALITY 
Dan J. Presley

Before the late 1970's, most peo- 
ple believed that water coming from 
underground was pristine, having 
been cleansed by filtration through 
layers of rock and soil on its way 
from the surface to the well. 

That myth has long since been 
shattered, and now there is a national 
concermn--even horror stories--about 
what people have done and are still 
doing to the nation's water supply. 

Drinking water safety is gauged 
according to the number and concen- 
tration of contaminants the water 
contains. These contaminants (there 
are literally hundreds) can include 
industrial solvents, pesticides, met- 
als, detergents and other substances. 
This careless contamination of a nat- 
ural resource was conducted over 
decades, mostly out of ignorance-- 
people just didn't know any better or, 
for the most part, didn't care. 

Before the 1960's, practically no 
one gave much thought to spreading 
used motor oil on roads, dumping 
household paint solvents down the 
drain, dumping leftover pesticides 
on the ground or pouring manufac- 
turing chemicals into rivers. 

The problem of groundwater con- 
tamination does not rest with a few 
people or organizations. Practically 
everyone has shared to some extent 
in the contamination of surface and 
ultimately groundwater, and it will 
require everyone's efforts to solve 
the problem. 

Groundwater becomes contami- 
nated because it is replenished by 
surface water, And any surface water 
can, and often does, carry contami- 
nating substances down to the under- 
ground water supply. 

Will you join me in doing al! we 
can to protect our drinking water? 
More water is not being made. It is 
just recycled, 


SPRAYING WEEDS 


I was reading an article where 
there has been a weed sensor devel- 
oped in Australia that will spray only 
where needed. Sensors can distin- 
guish between weeds, crop residue 
and soil. Each spray nozzle is inde- 
pendently activated. The detection of 
the week and activation is virtually 
instantaneous. 

This new technology can mean 
that we can spray less herbicides and 
probably do a better job, thus reduc- 
ing the cost of spraying as well as 
lessening the possibility of contami- 
nation. The article .did not indicate 
the cost of this equipment. 


AZALEAS 

It seems that azaleas are suffering 
more from the drought than some of 
the other ornamental plants. Azaleas 
have a very shallow root system, 

I have checked several azalea 
plants that were dying or were dead, 
and the death could be attributed to 
the lack of water. Many of the root 
systems were just in the mulch layer. 
This layer dries out extremely fast. 
Without proper watering the azalea 
plant cannot live. Watering needs to 
be done slowly so that the ground

can absorb enough water to supply 
the root system, A mere sprinkling 
of the top of the ground is not 
enough to satisfy the water require- 
ments of these plants. 

If you have a plant that is wilted 
or suddenly all of the leaves turn 
brown, check your watering sched- 
ule. 


IS PEANUT HAY TOXIC TO 
CATTLE? 

Recently, I received a newsletter 
from an area in Georgia that grows a 
great deal of peanuts. As we do here, 
they put up quite a bit of peanut hay. 
The letter indicated they were en- 
couraging high nitrate levels in their 
peanut hay. Nitrates are usually en- 
countered in grass type crops that re- 
quire high nitrogen fertilization. Pea- 
nuts, being a legume, made this 
problem seem impossible unless 
they had put a great deal of nitrogen: 
on their peanuts which is not a com- 
mon practice. 

Grass crops such as sorghums and 
other similar crops receive an ex- 
tremely high amount of nitrogen, 


Therefore, during drought conditions 
nitrates can be locked in the stem of 
the plant once hay is cut and thus 
form a potentially dangerous situa- 
tion as far as nitrate poisoning. 

I had never heard of or encoun- 


. tered this problem before with any 


kind of legume hay. I checked with 
Aubum and no one up there had ever 
encountered this problem either. To 
determine if we indeed had a prob- 
lem with high nitrates in peanut hay, 
I took three samples from across the 
county. These samples were tested at 
the Auburn University Forage Test- 
ing Lab and the results were as fol- 
lows. The New Brockton sample 
tested 384 ppm. The Fairview sam- 
ple tested 218 ppm. The Kinston 
sample checked 315 ppm. It requires 
a level of 1500 parts per million to 
be toxic to cattle. Therefore, I would 
conclude that we have little or no 
problem as might have been indicat- 
ed. 

The main problem with peanut 
hay is pesticide residue which really 
makes it such that we are not sup- 
posed to feed it. the other problem is 
the lack of laves. But I know that 
most folks are going to feed peanut 
hay, and particularly in a year like 
this peanut hay becomes very impor- 
tant to many farmers since they have 
no other hay source due to the 
drought. 

If you have put up sorghum hay 
or some other type of hay that you 
feel might potentially have a nitrate 
problem, it ‘can be tested at the Au- 
burn University Forage Testing Lab 
for a small fee of around $5. Na- 
trates are a serious problem, 

If you have a sorghum type hay 
that you have put a great deal of ni- 
trogen fertilizer on either early in the 
year or throughout the year or partic- 
ularly boosted it in the latter part of 
the year, then you might have a ni- 
trate problem and I would have some 
tested.

POPCORN 

Has an old bag of popcorn lost its 
pop? You can easily freshen it. 

Popcorn dries out when exposed 
to air, So, restore the lost moisture 
by sprinkling about one tablespoon 
of water per pound of kernels. Cover 
the corn tightly and shake several 
times during the next 24 to 36 hours. 
Then store the popcorn in an airtight 
container to keep the moisture in, 
POTATO FACTS 

Some of you have perhaps won- 
dered if there's a.nutritional differ- 


ence between white potatoes and 
sweet potatoes, 

Sweet potatoes have about 50 per- 
cent more calories than white pota- 
toes. a white potato contains about 
20 caiories per ounce; a sweet potato 
has about 31 calories per ounce. So, 
a four-ounce baked white potato 
would have 80 calories, while the 
same amount of sweet potato would 
have 124 calories. 

You can see the major nutritional 
difference. The bright orange of the 
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sweet potato comes from carotene, ° 
which is converted by the body to vi- 
lamin A, Even a small sweet potato 
would provide more than toe Rec- 
ommended Dietary Allowance for 
vitamin A, White potatoes, on the 
other hand, have no carotene. 

_ Both supply some protein, a little 
iron, some B vitamins and some vi- 
tamin C. And both are good sources 
of potassium. 
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Florala police officers apprehend 
two Coffee County escapees

‘Grover Smith's and Joseph Dun- 
gan's ‘unauthorized furlough’ from 
the Coffee County Jail in Elba came 
to an end in the early hours Tuesday 
morning. 

Florala police officers, assisted by 
tracking dogs from the correction fa- 
cility in Atmore, captured the two 
approximately 14 miles north of Flo- 
rala on Al. Hwy. 54, 

According to Elha Police Investi- 
gator Randy White, the two escapees 
were first noticed by Florala police- 
men when the four wheel drive pick- 
up they were driving crossed the 
centerline of the road several times. 

When officers attempted to stop 
the vehicle, the truck and it occu- 
pants sped away with the police offi- 
cers in ‘hot pursuit’, 

Approximately 14 miles north of 
Florala on Hwy. 54 the two inmates 
jumped from the vehicle and ran to- 
ward a wooded area. 

Dungan was apprehended by the 
pursuing officers before making it 


into the woods, but Smith made it 
into the woods. 

Tracking dogs were called in 
from Atmore to assist in the search 
for Smith. He surrendered to officers 
shortly after the dogs arrived and be- 
gan the ‘hunt’, 

The truck that the two were on 
when apprehended was stolen from 
the Elba Country Club sometime 
Monday night. It reportedly belongs 
to Donald Smith of Elba. 

During their escape, the two had 
acquired some alcoholic beverages 
which accounted for the "staggering 
truck." Also, the pair had allegedly 
stolen a shotgun from a residence in 
Elba, some food from the Elba De- 
liverance Tabernacle and the Elba 
Country Club. 

Smith had the shotgun in his pos- 
session at the time of his capture, but 
he offered no resistance to arresting 
officers. He reportedly said, "I'm 
tired of running." 

Items found in the pick-up had 
prompted the Florala police to notify 
Elba police and ask that they check 
the country club for a possible bur- 
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year, the courthouse

glary. It did not take long to deter- 
mine that the individuals being 
chased by Florala police officers 
were the escapees from the Coffee 
County jail.

GRANTS AND FEMA FUNDS ELEVATES BUDGET 


New Brockton adopts one-half million dollar FY-91 budget

New Brockton's "City Fathers" 
approved a budget for FY-91 total- 
ing $507,280.00 

In commenting on the budget in 
Monday evening's council meeting, 
Mayor Jim Driskell stated that grant 
funds and FEMA disaster funds 
which will be received in FY-91 are 
the contributing factors to the large 
increase over last year's budget. 

The actual budget for last lear, 
FY-90, was $346,233.09. 

Under item ‘Other expense’ in last 
year's budget, grants totaling 
$53,276.68 was included. This year, 
FY-91, the total amount budgeted is 
$206,075.00. 

FEMA funds received last year 
amounted to $4,483.29 - this year 
the amount will total $24,267.71. 

The budget included an increase 
in revenue of an estimated figure of 
almost $10,000 in court cost and 
fines. This is due to the $35 increase 
in all court cost approved by a vote 
of the people this year. 

A 5% increase has been incorpo- 


rated into the FY-91 budget for sala- 
ry increases for all city employees. 

After a short discussion during 
the review of the bills, the council 
voted to pay all of them except one. 

A bill in the amount of $787.50 
from D. Bruce McLean, the attorney 
who represented the city'in the pros- 
ecution of Priscilla Foster, was with- 
held from payment by the council at 
this time. 

Mayor Jim Driskell reminded the 
council that McLean was hired to 
prosecute the Foster case for the city 
because, at the time, the city was ina 
period of transition from one city at- 
torney to another. 

The new city attorney, Joe Saw- 
yer was unable to handle the case be- 
cause of a conflict of interest. The 
old attorney, Kenneth Fuller, would 
not handle the case. 

Councilman Bud Goodson felt 
that the city should wait on paying 
.the fee until funds came through the 
court system as a result of the guilty 
verdict rendered in the case. Foster 
was charged with disorderly con- 
duct. 

Mayor Driskell told the council 
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that "We're going to have to pay that 
(the lawyer fee). I had suggested 
waiting until the case was settled and 
the money came in from the court, 
but we're still going to have to pay 
it! You can pay it now or put it off - 
it doesn't make any difference to 
me.....it's a rightful bill". 

The council chose to wait. 

Other matters acted on by the 
council included the following: 
*** Approved a request from Ricky 
Strickland for $200. The money is 
New Brockton's share in the cost of 


a float in the National Peanut Festi- 
val Parade to be held in Dothan on 
November 3rd. Miss New Brockton 
and Litthe Miss New Brockton will 
be riding the float along with "Miss- 
es" from two other cities. 
***Approved the payment of $150 
for Christmas decorations for down- 
town, The request came from the 
Garden Club who will be doing the 
decorating. 

***Approved the payment of 22.5¢ 
per mile as travel expenses for any- 
one traveling on city business.
